A stu dy of the figu res of the different cate­ 
gories of com batant v essels, 
com paring the 
nav ies of the United States and G reat Britain 
show tha t there is a rou gh sort of parity , now, 
ou tside of the cru iser strength which is greatly 
in fav or of G reat Britain. 
In the nu m ber of capital ships and aircraft 


carriers G reat Britain has a slight lead while in 
su bm arines and destroy ers the United States 
holds 
an edge. 
In capital ships, according to 
figu res in the New York World, the United States 
has eighteen, to twenty for G reat Britain, ten 
for Japan, nine for France and fou r for Italy . 
G reat B ritain leads in aircraft carriers with six 
against fou r for America, three for Japan, one for 
France and none for Italy . In the m atter of su b­ 
m arines, howev er the story is different. 
Uncle 
Sam has 1 29, to eighty for G reat Britain, sev enty - 
six for Japan, ninety -fiv e for France and six ty - 
sev en for Italy . We hold the edge in destroy ers, 
too, with 260 against 1 04 owned by G reat Britain, 
1 1 5 by Japan, ninety by Italy and eighty -two by 
France. 
It is only in the m atter of cru isers tha t there 
is an im portant discrepancy . In this class G reat 
Britain has six ty -two in commission to tw enty - 
eight by Uncle Sam, thirty -three by Japan, nine­ 
teen by France and 22 by Italy . 
In nu m ber of 
cru isers therefore it will be seen tha t Uncle Sam 
is in third place. The nu m ber of cru isers is es­ 
pecially im portant becau se of the^greater possible 
u se of battle cru isers now tha t capital ships hav e 
been limited by the W ashington conference. 


It will be seen therefore that if a reasonable 
agreem ent on cru isers, based on parity can be 
obtained between the United 
States and G reat 
B ritain the q u estion of nav al lim itation and par­ 
ity is not impossible of solu tion. 
The cou ntry 
will rest assu red that President Hoov er and the 
adm inistration at W ashington will not accept a 
secondary place for the United States in the 
m atter of nav ies. Any negotiations will be had 
on the basis of parity . The pacifists who are now 
shou ting tha t the day s of cru iser bu ilding are 
ov er, that we ou ght to stop work entirely and for 
all time to come on ou r cru iser program are not 
rendering the cau se of peace and disarm am ent 
any serv ice. 
By creating su spicion and mis­ 
tru st where none is deserv ed, and giv ing rise to 
the belief abroad that Uncle Sam may accept a 
position of inferiority they are actu ally ham per­ 
ing the negotiations between G reat Britain and 
America for nav al parity .

were overcome by smoke while 
fighting the flames, but other- 
wise it. .was hot believed there' 
were any'casualties. All available 
firemen were rushed to the shijy 
when the fire started but they 
succeeded only in keeping the 
blaze to the central part of the 
ship.

SOLUTION IS POSSIBLE. 


A study of the figures of the different cate- 


gories of combatant vessels, 
comparing the 


navies of the United States and Great Britaiiv 
show that there is a rough sort of parity, now, 
outside of the cruiser strength -which is greatly 
in favor of Great Britain. 


In the number of capital ships and aircraft 


carriers Great Britain has a slight lead while in 
submarines and destroyers the United States 
holds an edge. In capital ships, according to 
figures in the New York World, the United States 
has eighteen, to twenty for Great 'Britain, ten 
for Japan, nine for France and four for Italy. 
Oreat Britain leads in aircraft carriers with six 
against four for America, three for Japan, one for 
France and none for Italy. In the matter of sub- 
marines, however the story is different. Uncle 
Sam has 129, to eighty for Great Britain, seventy-

In number of 
cruisers therefore it will be seen that Uncle Sam 
is in third place. The number of cruisers is es- 
pecially important because of the-greater possible 
use of battle .cruisers now that capital ships have 
been limited by the Washington conference. 


It will be seen therefore that if a reasonable 


agreement on cruisers, based on parity can be 
obtained between the United States and Great 
Britain the question of naval limitation and par- 
ity is not impossible of solution. 
The country 


will rest-assured that President Hoover and the 
administration at Washington will not accept a 
secondary place for the United States in the 
matter of navies. Any negotiations will be had 
on the basis of parity. The pacifists who are now 
shouting that the days of cruiser building are 
over, that we ought to stop work entirely and for 
all time to come on our cruiser program are not 
rendering the cause of peace and disarmament 
any service.
